Not long ago a physician of this city 
discovered consumption in some b utter 
on sale in this city and the m atter was 
promptly reported to the proper au­ 
thority. 
T he m atter was not even rec­ 
ognized b y the health departm ent or 
any of the city officials, and I hardly 
think, in view of this, that any physic­ 
ian will 
attem pt to dictate to those 
who are already awake to the pree<nt 
condition of affairs. The matter should 
not have b een left for the papers, b ut 
should have b een taken up at once and 
acted upon b y the city health d e pa rt­ 
ment.

High Explosives in War. 


The Boers art* brave and honest 
fighters, and thus far have conducted 
their battles upon the lines of civilized 
warfare. 
But it is evident that they 
have not taken into account the supe­ 
riority of British arms and the high 
explosives used in modern wars; or, if 
they have they are relying upon a 
higher Power which ha? not always 
manifested itself on the side of the 
weaker artillery. 
The Boers have no 
guns which can work such terrible 
havoc as the rapid lire guns of the 
British, which fire shrapnel shells, 
each containing 260 bullets scattered 
over an area of twenty-four square 
yards. 
These guns deliver twelve 
shots a minute, or 3.120 bullets a min­ 
ute, over a space of 258 square yards, 
and the naval guns, of greater power 
and range than any the Boers have, rt 
inforce them. 
The British are also us­ 
ing lyddite, an explosive of such terrl 
ble power that whole battalions in A f­ 
rica were mowed down by it. 
The 
Boers have protested against it, but 
protests will be useless. 
A ll nations 
have t heir high explosives—the French 
their melinite, the Germans an ex­ 
plosive closely resembling it. and the 
United States is experimenting with 
thorite. 
The various “ ites” are terri­ 
ble factors in modern warfare, and as 
The Hague conference did not consider 
them ail nations will feci at liberty to 
use them. 
Against such agencies of 
d istruction as these the most deter 
mined heroism will tv ul little.

W e have used all the woolen goods 
we needed,' we have found no fault 
with the quality, and the prices have 
not been unreasonable.

In Fort. 
It was Au gu st in Hong Kong; and as 
everybody knows, the worst month of 
the 
typhoon season. 
The “ Petrel, 
a small gu n-boat, was lying at one of 
the bu oys off Kowboon ready for sea. 
She had been bu ilt for the governm ent 
of British North Borneo, and had ju st 
been equ ipped and fitted ou t by an offi­ 
cer sent over from there who was or­ 
dered by the governor to proceed back 
with her to Borneo with as little de­ 
lay as possible, for the pirates who in­ 
fest the coast were again cau sing tro u ­ 
ble and she was u rgently needed to 
su ppress them. 
So a scratch crew of Chinese sailors 
and firemen was engaged, a Eu ropean 
engineer to take charge of her triple 
expansion 
engines, and 
a 
half-cast 
deck Officer to assist the E nglish offi­ 
cer in command to keep watch. 
Her 
bu nkers were v ell stocked with coal, 
and coal was also stored in bags in 
other parts of the ship, for precau tion­ 
ary measu res, as well as to take the 
place of ballast. 
As she was only for 
u se on the coast, to pu t down Malay 
pirates and convey governm ent officers 
from one station to another, she was 
only bu ilt of wood with iron frames 
and beams and carried one qu ick firing 
gu n. 
On the Orh of 
Au gu st cable 
dis­ 
patches were received from 
Manila 
t ha t a typhoon was raging in the Chi­ 
na sea. So giving it three days to blow 
itself ou t the captain decided to start 
on his voyage on the 15th, tru sting 
to reach a safe 
latitu de before 
the 
next typhoon was “ brewed ” 
On reaching the open water ou tside 
H ong Kong she encou ntered a terrific 
sea. 
bu t the 
little 
craft 
behaved 
splendidly and 
after 
correcting 
the 
compass she started boldly across the 
China sea bou nd for Borneo. 
All went 
well u ntil two o’clock the following 
morning, when the chief engineer re­ 
ported that the coal in the port bu nker 
was on fire. 
Orders were at once given to close 
the stoke-hole doors on tha t side, and 
stifle, if possible, the fire for want of 
air. 
At seven bells in the forenoon 
the fire was still reported bu rning, and 
fu rtherm ore, the 
star-board 
btinke** 
had also cau ght. 
The situ ation was 
getting seriou s. 
Tn the first place it 
seemed a pitv to pu t back to 
Hong 
Kong, for the sea was ge*ting sm ooth­ 
er and the barom eter showed no sign 
vpr of a nother typhoon, and in n few 
days we cou ld be ou t of their latitu de: 
it was also necessary we shou ld pu sh 
on with all speed to Borneo, where the 
vgpcjpt was u rgently needed. 
At the 
sam e time wo had to consider the ves­ 
sel was wood and the bu nkers were 
not lined with iron. Th ■ fire v ; s su re­ 
ly and slowly 
bu rning throu gh 
the 
bottom of the ship. 
We onlv had two 
small boats harelv su fficient to hold u s 
all if we shou ld be compelled to a ba n ­ 
don th° ship. 
Finally it was decided to alter ou r 
cou rse for Manila, to close all stoke 
hole doors and bu n ker tops, and u se 
coal from other pa rts of the 
ship. 
Holes were then bored in the decks im ­ 
mediately over the bu nkers. 
The crew 
were employed drawing w ater 
con­ 
stantly, and pou ring 
it 
down these 
holes: to exclu de the air. plu gs were 
cu t and fitted in these holes. 
One man 
wou ld stand by when the water was 
brou ght and takp ou t the plu g, insert 
the fu nnel, pou r in water, take ou t 
fu nnel and pu t in plu g again.

work was tediou s and exhau sting, bu t 
we dared not desist.

On the afternoon of 
the third day of the fire the Chinese 
crew su ddenly refu sed du ty; the con­ 
tinu ou s work of drawing and carry­ 
ing water was irksome and hard. 
On being asked what was the reason 
for their not working, the serang, or 
boatswain, in charge of the sailors, re­ 
plied in his pigeon English: 
“Wo no 
wanchee work any more!

Su ppose Joss u p top side have 
sav makee die, mu st makep die; pan no 
fight Joss.” 
Now, from a 
Chinese 
point of view this may be all right. A 
C hinam an is a fatalist, and does not
